THE FARMER. 


EXTRACT. 


To raise Hemp Seed. 

The land must be rich, and made mel- 
low by ploughing and harrowing. After 
that is done, lay it offin rows about six 
feet apart, by a furrow with your plough, 
drop your seed in these furrows, from 
fuur to five inches apart, cover them with 
a light soil, abouconeinchdeep. \V hen 
the plant comes up, keep it clean of weeds 
and grass till it gets 6 or 8 inches high ; 
then you putin your plough and turn 
a furrow to it and tend it with the plough 
and hoe, as you would Indian corn. The 
groundworm, if any be in the neighbor- 
hood, will cut it off when young ;—Dut 
their place may be supplied by i 
up others where they are too thick, 
transplanting them after a shower of rain 
—(they will adnuit of being transplanting 
very well if done carefully.)— When the 
plants get about 12 inches high, thin them 
so as to leave them about 18 inches apart ; 
that willbe sufwicntly near, and if the 
land is very rica, three feet would bea 
better distance. The plant that bears 
seed never blossoms, and that which bios- 
sums bears no seed; but they must not 
be separated. 

When your seed begins to ripen there 
isasmall yellow bird, which comes ia 
flocks and will destroy it if not attended 
to. The seed will begin to ripen in Au- 
gust, and will continue to ripen and fall 
from the stock tll the frost checks it Ik 
is well worth while at this Ume to go 
through with a sheet spread under tic 
plant, and shake it or strike the limbs 
with a s:nall stick, to-make the seed fali; 
this should be done twice a week at least 
or you'll lose hajf your secd.— About the 
last of September will be time to cul them, 
down or pull them up. You must have 
a clean place to cure them on, us the seed 
falls out very easily after the stalk be- 
comes dry. Thrash out the seed, and 
clean it with a fan.

try than ofime. . If any crime or vice 
could have been ‘fastened upon me th m 
whole life, frivare or fublig in my youth, 
or even in my. childhood, there are not 
wanting malignant enemics to do it, anc! 
to announce the same tothe world : and 
I have no desire to impose any restraint 
on their researches. 

‘You know, my good sir, the cause and 
the object of the publication in the Whig, 
and of all the aspersions On my character 

in that and other common vehicles of lies 
throughout the United Stats. The ex- 
posure of the mal-administration of Mr 

Jefferson, by an exhibition of incontrovert- 
ible facts relating to France and the em- 
bargo, has excited'the rancorous hatred of 
all his unprincipled partizans. My first 
offence in this case, was the letter of Feb-« 
ruary !6th, 1808, ta Governor Sullii- 
van. This your late exeedlent Governor 
Wrieht and ims /earned chancellor Kilty, 
and other great men assembled last winte:

These two publications, | 
have the heart. felt satisfact or to* know, 4 
fram the armen ne infen raciunm Of friends 
andthe angry declarations of foes, have | 
produced very happy effects. They have 
thrown some necessary tight on the con- 
ductand .character of the fate presvent’s- 
administration. This beht has contritiu-> 
ted to dissipate the mists of yrnorance and 
error which concealed him from the view 
of many of my fellow citizens. These at 

Jengith saw that their implicit confidence 
in him had been misplaced.

— Besides, 
anobscrwation of his in the Senate, near 
the close of the last winter session, led me 
oto: state, in a. few words, how Mr. Williams 
wus bought into public life. I think it 
material on this occasion to state it to the 
public. ~ 
John Parish, Esq. an eminent merchant 
at Hamburgh, had been appointed, believe 
the first consul of the United States at that 
port. In the progress of the French revo- 
jution, the directory were pleased to enter- 
tain’ suspicions thathe was not only un- 
friendly to it ; but that in his consular ca- 
pacity he facilitated the passing of Eng- 
lishmen, in the chafacter of Americans, 
into France. They complained to Mr. 
Monroe, then our mihister in France; and 
he communicated their complaints to his 
own government: these were repeated: 
Mr. Monroe at the same time expressing 
his opinion that ther were unfoundec. 
Nevertheless, to avoid further teazing, and 
thinking it more important to satisfy the 
rench government than to continue Mr. 
Parish in office. the president (General 
Washington) concluded to substitute a- 
nother person to be our consul at Hame 
burgh. Ithen remarkec to the president 
that independently of the verv respectable 
character of Mr. Patish, the United States 
were under great obligations to him for 
iberal and important benefits rendered by 
him at an early period of our revolvtion : 
and that it would be very desirable to make 
an appointment which should least ho zard 
the wounding of his sensibility : and this 
would be by avoiding the appointment of 
‘any foreigner to succced him in that oflice 
‘Yo this the president readily assented. I 
, then spoke to Mr. Pitzsimmons in Phila- 


York, and to Mr. George Cabot in Boston, 
F ccquesting them severally to make inqui- 
Pry; and to inform me of some’suitable per- 
‘so, a native citizen, who might be appoint- 
ed consul of the United Stutes at Ham- 
hutgh. After some time, Mr. Fitzsim- 
tnons told me that his enquiries were fruit- 
less ; and Mr. King wrote me to the s ime 
effect from New-York. At length Mr. 
Cabot informed me, that the merchants in 
Boston whom he had consulted, agreed i 
recommending Mr. Williams, in prefer- 
ence to any other person. Mr. Williams 
was then in Europe, and received the ap- 
pointment. How correctly he dischar- 
ged its duties, the American merchants 
trading to Hamburgh, and others who had 
dccasion to call upon him there, can testi- 

After some time, the consulate at Lon- 
don becoming vacant, by the retiring of 
of Mr Johnson ; Mr. Williams (at the re- 
quest of Mr. King, then minister of the 
United States in London, and of Mr.Gore, 
one of our commissioners there for liqui- 
dating and adjusting American cl:ims for 
British spoliations) was transferred from 
the Hamburgh to the London consulate 
In this office he was actively employed in 
the statement and prosecution of those 
claims ; and the ability. diluwence and fi 
delity with whieh he conducted them, is 
well known to the great numbers of our 
fe-ow-citizens who were claimants.

puintments, and such the character of 
Samecl Williams, whom I am proud to 
cal] m3 nephew ; but to whom the editor 
ofthe Whig, or his infamous correspon- 
dent, has ascribed the execution of the ne- 
tariows project above mentioned.

The libel goes on + “ The General [ Arm- 
strong] on lis returmto Paris, ascertained 
the contents of the fetter by the testimony 
of Mr. Parker and ove or two other gen- 
tlemen who were present when Mr. Preb- 
ble read the letter.” 

{Mark again the folly of this libeller. 
H1é states that Mr. Prebble received the 
kktter from Mr. Williams, in Paris in June 
or July. ! S08, and that General Armstrong 
ascertained its contiuts as above mention- 
ed. At least ‘a yol, then, hae clapeood 
since this traitrous “intrigue” was disclo- 
sed to him, and since he had taken evidence 
of its existence —And yet.in-all that time 
he has never communicated that evidence 
to the department of state! Or if com- 
municated, why was Lnot arrested when 
at Washington? Or ifthe proper penalty 
for this offence was expulsion from the 
Senate, why was it not inflicted in their 
last session? It is but four weeks since I 
left Washington: and surely the prece- 
cing eleven months had afforded gen. 
Armstrong ample time to have made a 
communication of so important a fact.— 
If he has veglected it, the neglect is cer- 
tainly very criminal. If Robert Smith 
the Secretary of State, and brother to Gen. 
Smith, had reccived the communication, 
he too must have been strangely and crim- 
inully negligent, ia net leying it before the 
President; and the President, it must be 
presumed, would not have omitted to do 
his duty.

(CIRCULAR)) 
Treasury Department. 
August 9ih, 1809. 
Sir, 

You will herewith receive the copy of 
a Proclamation of the President of the | 
United States, announcing that certain 
British orders in council were not with- 
drawn on the 10;h day of June last, and 
consequently that the trade renewable, on | 
the event of the suid orders beg with- * 
drawn, is to be cofisidered as under the 
operation of the several acts by which 
such trade was suspended. . 

The act “to amend and continue in 
force certain parts of the act’ entitled an 
act to interdict the comifitrcial jnter- 
course between the United States and 
Great Britain and France and their de-- 
pendencics, and for other purposes,” pas- 
sed on the 23h day of June, is therefore 
in every respect applicable to Great Bri- 
tain and her dependencies, as well as to 
France and her dependencies ; any. thing ! 
in my circular of the <9th June last, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

It results that from the receipt of this, 
you must in every instance, except as 
hereinafter expressed, refuse clearances 
for British ports, requiring as usual, bonds 
froma all vessels bound to permitted ports, 
in tie manner provided by the 3:1 section 
of the act abovementioned. But as ma- 
uy British vessels have or may come into 
the ports of the United States in conse- 
quence of the president’s Proclamation of 
the 19th April last, he directs that you 
will p:rmit such British vessels to depart 
w.thout giving bond, either in ballast, or 
with cargo on board when notified of the 
enclosed proclamation ; it being howev- 
er understood that this indulgence shall 
not be extended to any other vessels than 
su¢h as are now in the ports of the Unit- 
ed States, or.such as may hereafter ar- 
rive; having sailed from a forcign port be- 
fore the information of the enclosed pro- 
clamation shall have been received at such 
port. 

The President also directs that, until a 
decision from Congress on thut unexpect- 
ed point shall have been obtained, or un- 
til otherwise instructed, sejzures or pros- 
gcutions for supposed cantraventions of 
either the above-mentioned act. or of the 
non-intercourse act of Ist Marth last, a- 
rising from acts which would, in conform- 
ity with his proclamation of the 19th April 
last, have been considered gs lawful. shal] 
be suspended in the following cases, viz. 

i. All vessels which have entered a 
3ritish port since the 10th of June lust, or 
which may hereafter entersuch port, hav- 
ing sailed for the same before information 
of the inclosed proclamation had been re- 
ceived at the port of departure; so far as 
relates to any forfeiture or penalty, which 
may accrue or have accrued, by reason of 
their having thus entered a British «rt. 

2. All vessels which have arrived, either 
from British ports or with British mer- 
chandize in the United States subsequent 
.o the 10th Of June last; and also all ves- 
sels which may hereafter thus arrive, hav- 
ing sailed for the United States, before in- 
formation ef the enclosed proclamation 
shall have been received at the port of de- 
parture ; so far as relatesto any forfeit- 
ure or penalties accruing from having ar- 
rived or arriving in the United States from 
British ports or with British merchand.ze. 

3. All vessels now owned by citizens of 
the United Statcs, and sailing under the 
American flag, which, bejng in a foreign 
port at the ime when the enclosed proc- 
jamation will be made known at such port, 
shall with all due diligence depart there- 
from, and returp without delay to the U- 
nited States; soTur us relates to any for- 
feiture or penaliy accruing from their ar- 
riving in the Coed States from British 
ports, or with British’ merchandize, 

In the above mentioned cases of ves- 
sels .rriving in the Uuited States, aiul 
which are for the present exempted from 
seizure, the vessels.and cargocs may be 
admitted to entry. 

The time when the enclosed proclama- 
tion shall have been known at the ports of 
departure respectively, must be ascertain. 
ed by the bust meatio iN your power; and 
you may refer doubtiul cases to this de- 
partment. 

Application may of course still be made 
in all cases for an absolute remission of
